These comparative percentages 

indicate that while tire production 

runs nearly parallel with domestic 
gasoline consumption, the produc- 
tion of motor vehicles increases 
much more rapidly. Two reasons 
account for this, apparently. For 
one thing, the improvement in au- 
tomobile construction has resulted, 
as is well known, in steadily grow- 
ing fuel economy on a horsepower 
basis; at the same time, the quality 
of tires has improved greatly dur- 

ing the past few years, giving a 

much greater mileage-life for aver- 

age casings. 

Another fact that bears on the 
large increase of car production is 
the evergrowing market for our 
automobiles in foreign countries, 
due not only to better business con- 
ditions abroad, but to the growing 
récognition there of the high qual- 
ity of the American product and to 
the excellent work done by Ameri- 
can automobile factory representa- 
tives in those markets.
